PATE DE FOIE GRAS. 


Bow to Make the Delicacy Oat of N'atlvo 


and Inexpensive Material. 


We have not the advantage of France 


and England, where fatted goose livers 
from Strasbourg can be had by post 
and pates be made at home. If we had 
probably the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals would confiscate 
them. However, it is possible through 
the butcher or, better even, through, 
some country friend to contract for na- 
tive $roose livers fattened under perfect- 
ly honorable conditions, and to make 
pates for sandwiches and suppers and 
luncheons that will approach in excel- 
lence the pate of Strasbourg1 aud be a 
great deal cheaper. 


The method is as follows: Halve six 


large livers 
Cut out the yellow part 


containing the pall. Wash them thor- 
oughly in milk—HK'V must not be 
touched with water. 
Lard eight of the 


halves v, ith truffles 
cut into little 


strips. The remaining four are thinly 
&liced and pouuded 
Stirred into this 


mixture arc two tablespoJns of fiuely- 
ehopped shallot or small ouion browned 
in butter, Uvo tablespoons of truffles 
treated in the same way, salt, thyme, 
white pepptn and nutmeg. Two pounds 
of fresh paunLh fat wlueh has been pre- 
viously boiled for an hour and cooled is 
then cut up anil added to tha above. 
The mixture is then thoroughly pound- 
jd and rnn through a sieve. 


It is necessary to have ready some 


little earthenware dishes 
Very pretty 


and suitable colored warefo can be found 
at the oriental shops and in Moorish 
potteries. Lmo these throughout with 
thin slices of bacon 
Then put in a 


layer of paste and a layer of larded 
liver, alternating until the dish is fulL 
The paste should always be the last 
layer. Cover with a layer of bacon. 
Tut the cover on and hermetically seal 
it with a strip of gummed paper and 
bake in a slow oven for tuo hours. It 
should be stood on an old plate, as 
fiome of the melted fat Is likely to run 
out

here would cost at least three dollars if 
imported.—X Y. Sun.

LITTLE BOOK, Ark., April 10.—CoL 


W. H. H. Clayton, the United States 
attorney at Port Smith and brother of 
the late John M. Clayton, who was as- 
sassinated atPlummerviUe, had another 
long conference yesterday with Burk- 
hardt, the witness against Frank 
Hlekey, whom he charged with com- 
mitting the crime. After much par- 
suasion he made the following state- 
ment: 


"I have had a talk with Mr. Burk- 


hardt, the witness against Hickey, and 
have obtained from him, as far as he 
was willing to impart them to me, the 
facU in his possession. He seems to be 
laboring under a very intense state of 
fear and excitement since his arrival 
at Morrillton, to which place he came 
as a witness with the official assurance 
before he left Montana that he should 
not be put under arrest He bad 
been arrested upon a warrant based 
upon bad faith. I look upon this ac- 
tion of the authorities oa being unwise 
and without foundation. The fact of 
hit arrest, together with some other 
circumstances which have transpired 
since bis arrival, has produced in his 
mind a fear and apprehension that he 
will not be treated properly, and that 
probably sama violence may ba don* 
him if h* tells all he knows. It waa 
with the greatest difficultr aad much 
persuasion and the 
most solemn 


pledges of present secrecy on my part 
that he was induced to impart this in- 
formation. 
I propose to keep faith 


with him and therefore cannot DOW 
give to the public his story; but will say 
that I am impreeted with the belief 
that he U in possession of facts and 
was himself eo far connected with the 
killing that if the proper course shall 
be pursued on the part of the officers 
having this matter in charge develop- 
ments may be had which may result in 
the arrest and conviction of the real 
assassins. 


"The papers are not treating Burk. 


hardt fairly. He may not be an exem- 
plary character; if he had been ho 
would not have consorted with persons 
who were bent on assassination. The 
killing was done at Plnmmer»ille in 
Howard township of Conway county, 
and it would be thought that a justice 
of the peace of that township would 
be a proper officer to conduct the 
examination trial; but

The Treasury Department Taken to 


Task by Senator Chandler 


FOR ITS INTEliPRETATlOH OF THE 111 


Governing tb« Admission of Immi* 


grams, Thut Relieving the Steam* 


ship Companies From the Rs- 


spontiblllly Imposed. 


WASHIHSTOH, April 9.—The immigra- 


tion law passed by the fifty-second con- 
gress, March 3, to take effect May ft, 
has teen the subject ol Inquiry by the 
•enate, initiated by Mr. Chandler, un- 
til recently chairman of the Immigra- 
tion committee, who contended that 
the section of the law requiring sep- 
arately verified manifests was not being 
compiled with. The resolution pro- 
duced the following correspondence. 


Commissioner \Jeber, 
from New 


York, wrote to the secretary of the 
treasury, under the date of March W, 
in reply to a query for his suggestions 
from the department: "The oaths ol 
the commanding officer and surgeon I 
have attached at the end of the whole 
number of lists. This might not seem 
to be in accordance with the letter of 
the law, but we have had cases which 
would involve the making of forty to 
terenty of these lists for one steamer 
It would become rather a serious burden 
upon the ships' officers as well as the 
consul to complete them during the 
hurried moments preceding the ship's 
departure. The responsibility of the 
officers does not seem to me to be les- 
sened by the single affidavit at the end, 
and if it is deemed by the department 


, to he within the requirements, I would 


recommend that you so rule." 


March ".4 Assistant Secretary Spald- 


tag wrote Dr Glavis, of this city, rep- 
resenting steamship interests, as fol- 
lows. "The manifest is to be the 
width of sample sheet and of length to 
permit of entry of thirty names with- 
out crowding. Lists of whole number 
immigrants taken on board of the ves- 
sel may be securely fastened together 
at the top and in this case only one 
oath of master or surgeon may need be 
attached " 


The copy sent the senate includes a 


reply by Senator Chandler, as follows: 
"Your answer to my letter that the 
interrogatories to be made by the emi- 
grants-are not to be placed on the same 
sheets with lists of, manifests, but are 
to accompany them on sejjarate papers, 
leads me to say that further considera- 
tion of the subject convinces me that 
the additional requirements devised 
and adopted by the department of its 
own motion, and not in accordance 
•with any law, are in danger of im- 
pairing rather than aiding the opera- 
tions of the law, and ought not to 
l>e put 
in 
force 
at 
this 
time. 


• * * The responsibility of the 
United States begins only after the 
voyage and at the port of arrival upon 
the reception of the immigran't and his 
list. The above being the limited idea 
and method of the act, the treasury de- 
partment instead of carrying it out lit- 
erally and unaccompanied by any other 
Idea and method and allowing the 
practicability and usefulness of the act 
to be brought to a test unencumbered 
and unembarassed by additional ma- 
chinery has seen fit to supplement the 
method of the act by very material ad- 
ditions of its own to the statute. 
[These regulations are quoted ] 


"I cannot help feeling," adds Mr. 


Chandler, "that this will work against 
the main purport, which is to put the 
responsibility upon the steamship com- 
panies at the time and place of embark- 


, ation of the emigrants, and that the 


companies will use it to relieve them- 
selves from responsibility. 
. •• » * « I believe that the attempt 
of the treasury department by regula- 
tion to add to and improve upon the 
flaw of congi ess is a mistake likely to 
result in the establishment of a method 
of working1 the Jaw materially differ- 
ent from 
that which the law it- 


self contemplates. The law is not to 
fce tried and tested by itself alone, but 
by its o\\ n provisions plus an import- 
ant amendment inserted by the secre- 
tary ot the treasury. I respectfully ad- 
vise the department to cancel article 
13 of its circular of March 11, 1893, and 
try the experiment of enforcing1 the 
3acv exactly as congress provided it. 
If the steamship companies wish to 
take the UESuers of the emigrants let 
them do this on their own responsibility 
end not on that of the United States." 


Continuing, Mr. Chandler says, re- 


ferring to the manifests: 


"The law requires that the certifi- 


cates of the master and surgeon of 
steamships shell be placed upon each 
of the lists and manifests. Any rule 
which contemplates allowing one ce_r- 
tificate to cover in any form oi words 
more than one list or manifest will be 
in direct disobedience of the well- 
worded and clearly explained intention 
nnd direction of the statute. The law 
requires that no list shall contain 
more than thirty names in order to have 
the lists separate from each other for 
the purpose of examination there to be 
made 
To allow the steamship compa- 


nies to fasten them together and make 
one certificate for all the lists instead 
(Of one certificate for each list would 
defeat the whole purpose of the first 
four_secUojis of the law, as well as dis- 
obey its ftpress injunction " 


The matter has been referred to tl»o 


committee on immigrants.

SUIENUE OF TOXICOLOGY. 


Expert* May Mix Putnam So M to 


Few Traces. 


The poison-monger's art has con- 
rived to defy the progress ot science 
>y constant improvements of its own. 
Only a few weeks ago one of the ex- 
erts consulted in the trial of the New 
'ark student accused of causing the 
death of his wife quoted the opinion of 
•everal eminent specialists to th» effect 
hat "no chemical analysis can pretend 
o trace the vestiges of certain poisons 
iS modified by the subsequent administ- 
ration of other drugs." 
In other words, poisoners have learned 
o cover the traces of their crime by, 
•king the precaution to use more than 
3ne drug. Arsenic and strychnine oc- 
:asionally betray their presence, even, 
f the stomach of the victim should 
have retained only the hundredth part 
if a grain, but the tests of the analysis 
are so delicate and so far from being 
unequivocal that their reliability de- 
lends upon conditions which adepts 
lave often managed to modify. 
The poisoners of antiquity had, in- 


deed, to contend with a far more seri- 
ous difficulty, viz.: the circumstance 
;hat the injuriouaness of many viru- 
ent substances betrays itself by their 
repulsiveness. Strychnine and opium 
.re intensely bitter, so much so, in fact, 
;hat in some of their powdered forms 
an invisible trace can be tasted in the 
air on shaking a small quantity from 
one paper into another. Belladonna, 
digitalis, stramonium, hemlock• and 
colchium are either acrid or so nause- 
ous that a deadly dose can be swallowed 
only with, difficulty, even by suicides. 
In an admixture with most articles of 
food vegetable poisons can generally be 
detected by the protest of the human 
palate. 


Certain mineral poisons, however, 


make a remarkable exception from that 
rule. It would almost seem as if na- 
ture had not thought it worth her while 
to warn our instincts against such out- 
of-the-way substances as sugar of lead 
or araenious acid. Common white ars- 
•nio is odorless and almost tasteless, 
deceiving even the vigilance of such 
cautious creatures as rats and foxes. 
In small doses its taste is as difficult to 
detect aa that of a few particles of 
white chalk or powdered alum, but be- 
ing a rather insoluble substance the 
deadly drug might betray Itself to the 
eye. 


•If I should see at to take a short- 


Line Crip to the other world," said the 
Bwlss philosopher Haller, "I would no 
more think of shooting myself than a 
man would dream of getting himself 
fired across the river from the mouth of 
a cannon if he could instead use a com- 
modious ferry." He alludes to the eu- 
thanasia of narcotic poisons, and his 
view would have been confirmed if he 
had lived to witness the experiments 
that have made prosaic acid aud cyan- 
ide of potassium the favorite drugs of 
suicides. A single drop of the acid ap- 
plied to the tongue of a full-grown rab- 
bit has been known to produce instant 
death, and the failure of suicidal at- 
tempts with drugs of that sort can be 
often explained by the fact that ama- 
teur chemists are apt to use absurd 
overdoses.

pointed railway contractor attempted 
to avenge hiswrohgs upon the employes 
of his successor, "but batrayod his pur- 
pose by filling the whole camp with the 
odor of bitter almonds

Besides, there is reason to believe 


that tho gypsies of tho old world, like 
the aborigines of our owa continent, 
have preserved the recipe of ugly chem- 
ical trade secrets. Austrian newspapers, 
some fourtc-en j-ears ago, reported the 
trial of a gypsy girl who had gratified a 
caprice of jealousy by poisoning ayoung 
man \\ii\\ a cup of drugged coffee. 
Analytical tests faiiej to identify the 
poison, but the prisoner finally con- 
fessed that she had used a substance 
known to her people aa "drei," or 
"dree," and prepared from tho molder- 
ing' woods of certain trees. An autopsy 
proved that her victim's lungs were 
permeated wath a strange whitish 
grov.-th icscmWin? the raiaincitlon of 
certain mosses, while his atoj^auh, 
though BOtnewhat congested, revealed 
no trace of any known poison.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

CAUSES OP BASHFULNESS. 
I 


lime Reasons Why JUen Are Not Them- 


selves l& the Dro-wlng Room. 


The first chief cause of boshfulness 


••onsists in a man's attention of being 
Sirected to himself. The'man \vlio is 
quite at ease in his office—bashfulness 


most often an attribute of the male 


eex—becomes 
self-conscious 
in 
the 


drawing; room and very shy. 
Although 


capable of joining in the conversation, 
his witty remark is forestalled because 
tie is too slow in giving utterance to it 
Dr too timid to hear his own voice. The 
Drdinary action of his brain is inhibited 
by his self-consciousness. The second 
cause is emotion. The extreme bash*, 
fulness of many men when they are in 
love is proverbial, and the surprisingly 
few married men who suffer from bash- 
fulness is noteworthy. 


These causes are, however, usually 


Insufficient to produce bashfulness, but 
there must be some further necessary 
condition. Many conditions predispose 
to it, e. g., a highly nervous tempera- 
ment, deficient moral courage, with 
which is associated lack of self-asser- 
tion. These may be regarded as consti- 
tutional causes. 


Another predisposing cause Is defect- 


ive education. The general education 
may have been nejlected, or the want 
of opportunities of acquiring self-confi- 
dence in society may have been ex- 
perienced. Bashfulness Is natural to 
youth. "Modesty is the graceful, calm, 
virtue of maturity; bashfulness the 
charm of vivacious youth;" and unless 
a young man takes advantage of oppor- 
tunities of entering society he will re- 
tain "an air of bashf illness which is in 
reality the want of habitual intercourse 
•with the world" (Waverly). As long ago 
as 1570 Ascham wrote that "if a young 
gentleman be bashfull and soon blush, 
they call him a babishe and ill brought 
up thyng." Deficient social education 
is therefore a cause of bashfulness. 


Habit also predisposes to it 
A mere 


indiposition to exert one's self, indulged 
in for too long a time, may eventually 
result in confirmed bashfulness. This 
indifference may be due to a want of 
sympathy with the 


. surroundings, 


may 1 ave its origin in unalloyed fielf- 
ishnehs— for many bashf ul men are ex- 
tremely selfish— or may be due to vani-' , 
ty. — C'asscH's Magazine. 


WINTER ROSES. 


mots on the Care or the Lovelleat Flower 
on Earth. 


Early-planted roses for winter flower- 


ing will now be benefited by a thin 
mulching of manure, but it Is safer to 
err on the side of thinness than to ap- 
ply too heavy a coating, as the latter 
generally results in injury to the plants. 
The use of a moderate quantity of bone 
dust is at all times beneficial to the soil 
for roses, providing the bone be of good' 
qualify, and the most satisfactory grade 
of this fertilizer is. secured from a but- 
ton factory, because the bone so used 
fb in ;ts natural state, and is much su- 
pcrio • as a plant food to that which has 
been boiled or dissolved with acids. 
Good bone dust feels somewhat frreasy 
when rubbed 
between the fingers, 


while that prepared from bones that 
have been boiled in order to extract the 
nil is quite dry and feels gritty to the 
toucl . 


As the young roses make their 


rrowth, disbudding must be attended 
10 frequently, for the strength of the 
plant is all needed to make wood at 
this season so as to secure a strong 
growth ready for winter flowering; and 
jven in winter it is necessary to disbud 
regularly If flowers of extr*» nize are de- 
iired This is practiced by the large 
commercial growers, who make a spe- 
•ialt;- of roses, and they disbud oa reg>, 
tilarly as they do in the case of Shryfc. 
tiithoraums in order to produce the 
eight and ten-inch flowers frequently 
rcen at the autumn shows. Among the 
rarieties specially benefited by dlsbud- 
3ing are the Bride, Catherine Hermet 
ind \Vooton, all of which send out their 
ateral buds before the terminal flower 
opens, and thereby its size is reduced. 
La France is also improved t>/ the same 
taethod, for this variety when growing 
Itrorgly often forms lateral bud*. —
